4. The first Pre-Brief/screening session was held on 14 May. At 
that time four items were discussed at the Director's request: 


e Yugoslavia (current situation). [__ (Acting NIO/ 25x1A 
USSR-EE) coordinated a brief paper which was the basis of 
discussion. 


- DCI decision: to develop a PDB annex item along the 
lines of the paper as amplified during the discussion. 


@ Dramatic Change in Cuba? [._] (NIO/LA) prepared a 25X1A 
paper for discussion of this subject. 


- DCI decision: to prepare a paper which could be 
used as a PDB/NID piece which could bring this 
intelligence judgment to the attention of key 
policymakers/Community/Congressional leaders. 


e Current Moroccan Situation. A paper by OPA/NESA was discussed. 


- DCI decision: to run this as a PDB item as is (with 25X14 
update of military situation).
